That is the most won- 
upon him and said ; “That is, indeed 
Now itislate. It is 
indeed noon.”. The red men hate the 
double-tongued Indian and when they 


have heen tauzht the holier principles 


most wonderful ! 


and nobler virtues of the Book of (od , 


e ‘ 
as possessd by the white man, they, 


fail to understand the non agreement 
of jiis principles with his practice. We 
do not tind in all the native litera:nre 
of the Indian tribes any Daechanaiian 
odesand songs in praise of intoxienting 
drinks. T have listened to Piackioot 
songs of lova and war, but never have 
my ears been filled with the maudlin 
strains of drunken ditties, although 
many have spoken in its favor and 
drunk freely of the deadly potion. 
The Indians were indebted to the white 


man for the rum, brandy, whiskey and | 
gin, whose poisonous vapors and death | 
dealing properties have slain, upon their | 


native soil, countless thousands of the 
aborigines of our land. The drinking 
public called it Agua retac, the water 
of life, but it was named by Act of 
Parliament, Aqua mortis, the water of | 
death. The Indians did not look eo: 
kindly upon it, as they spake of it, as 
Fire water, the white man’s drink, and 
in « few instances it has heen called 
New milk. In the archives of the 
Seminary of Quebec there is a ‘etter 


on the liqnor question, probably the | 


oldest document relating to that qnest- 
jon as it affected Canada. It was writ 
tea by a French Roman Catholic Miss- 
ionary about 1705, and gave the his- 
tory of French Brandy in Canada. 
In the early history, during Disiep 
Laval'stime and subsequent to that 


period, there were two partios in the | 


Dominion on this question, the liquor 
party and the prohibition party. Tne 
liquor party consisted of the fu. cradeim 
who were supported by the Prenel 
Governors, and the prohibition patrs 


comprise the missionaries who were
